Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



Claims 1-37are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the limitations reflect a 
software application. In summary, claim 1 denotes an exchange of software information 
where the code itself is upgraded when prompted. 

Claims 4-16 reflect the movement of data (i.e., claim 4: "first binary information 
into further binary information that is executable by the information processing 
apparatus), between various hardware devices (e.g., claim 10: "wherein said adjusting 
means selects the device from which the change parameter is read..."), thus is non- 
tangible. 

Viewing the means for language in the specification on page 3, paragraphs 0013 
and 0014 regarding judging and adjusting means, respectively, the judging means 
states " software request change of processing capability to automatically convert binary 
information" while the adjusting means denotes as "to read selectively on of a first 
change parameter recorded in an internal recording medium". Both of the means for 
limitations are non-binding since these transitions are binary data movement inside a 
computer. Furthermore, although these events are active within real world environment, 
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the exchange of data in a non-rewriteable medium (e.g., CD-ROM) is well known and 
thus not credible.
